Everybody needs good rest. Go to 
bed regularly on time and get up on 
time. Promptness and | regularity 
should be the key note in every home 
—regularity in feeding and regularity 
in sleep. And the home environment 
should be carefully looked out for. 
Confidences should be establisived and 
maintained in children and parents. 
Parents should not deceive their chil- 
dren, and should not Jaugh at their 
children’s questions. They are seri- 
ous matters with the children and 
should be answered seriously. Do 
not give chidren false ideas from 
their questions. 

Children should be taught what birth 
means, and should be taught the ori- 
gin of babies. Children should learn 
to be above board in all things, aad 
should be made to know what mar: 
riage means. 

There were many excellent ideas 
advanced by Miss Phelps in her ad- 
dress, and no doubt left thought for 
deep reflection among the men and 
women that were present. Some lit- 
erature was given out that gave in- 
formation along the lines of the talk 
she gave, and lists of books recom- 
mended for reading.

The letter follows: 
France, Oct. 14-18. 
Mr. Axel Christenson,

Dear Friend: 

No doubt you have wondered why I 
never wrote you before but it has 
been like this when Johannes wrote 
you, I’d tell him to stick in a word or 
so for me. 

Axel it is with sineere regret that i 
write you at this time but [ feel it my 
duty, First only a few days ogo or 
perhaps a month ago you learned by 
Government iniormetion that your 
brother, Johannes Christénson died of 
disease in Prance. My writing you 
substantiates this sud thing. 

About October Jrd Johannes and 43 
other men were sent on detached ser- 
vice to work in a hospital and care for 
the sick when xfer five days he took 
sick and ca Saturday, October, 12th, 2 
p.m, he passed to the land from which 
:no traveler returns.

The wild joy of the tnhabitants Is 
pathetic in the extreme, and especial 
ly tn Alsace and Lorraine, which 1s 
occupied by the Third American army 
together with the French under Gen- 
eral Mungin. Those “lost provinces,” 
now regained, have ever remained 
loyal at heart to France and they wel- 
comed .the Poilus and the doughboys 
with open arma. 

For Lorraine the great demonstra 
tion took place in Metz, which was 
entered by Mangin's army on Tuesday, 
hat general was injured the day be- 
fore when his horse fell, but Marshal 
Petain was there and, standing before 
the statue of Marshal Ney in the main 
square, reviewed the troops. The la- 
habitants had overturned the German 
statues in the city and made the place 
guy with the allied flags and with 
thelr own national costumes. Similar 
scenes were witnessed in Strassburg 
and other cities of Alsace. Near the 
Swiss border the French troops first 
reached the Rhine. 

The American army of occupution, 
commanded by General Dickman, and 
about 250,000 strong, marched across 
the old German frontier into Lor 
raine and swung to the northward 
into Luxemburg, the marines en its 
right passing Inte Belgium. In the 
grand duchy no less than elsewhere 
the Yankees were enthusinstically 
greeted. Their advance was maie al- 
ways with due caution, however, and 
the task of moving so large an army 
forward steadily and keeping up tis 
supplies and communications was 
performed in perfect manner. 

Meanwhile the British and Belgian 
arinies of occupation were keeping 
“ce with their allies, advancing 
‘hrough Belgium close on the heeis of 
the retiring Germans.

BERLIN PAPER WARNS BAVARIAN 
PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT 
TO STAND AGAINST 
RADICALS. 


ELBERT AND HAASE UNITED 


Berlin, via Amsterdam.—The Au- 
gusberg Evening Gazette advises the 
Bavarian provisional government to 
take a positive stand against Berlin 
radicals and to threaten the north 
German terrorists with secession of. 
Bavarian and other south Germaa 
states unless they adopt a different 
policy. The paper states opposition 
of the Berlin soldiers’ and workmen's 
council to a democratic republic will 
Qot only prove to be a signal for civil 
war but also will result in breaking 
of peace negotiations and entry of 
Entente troops into Germany. Con- 
tinuing, it says: 

“AN af south Germany must dis- 
engage itself from this Berlin reign 
of blood and terror and prove to the 
world it respects President Wilson's 
ultimatum: ‘No peace with aut- 
eracy.’ " ‘ 

The left wing of the Social Demo- 
crats and the Ultra-Radicals launch- 
ed their anticipated fight on the Ni. 
tlonal Assembly during the course of 
& largely attended meeting of the 
workingmen’s council for Greater 
Berlin called by the executive board 
of the Soldiers’ and Workingmen’s 
Council, : 

It was presided over by Hermann 
Molkenbuhr and Herr Mueller, joint 
bi-partisanship. chatrmen of the body 
which considers itself the highest 
authority in the present government 
and incidents. » claims right to dfs- 
band the cabinet if the latter refuses 
to carry out its policy. 

Herr Mueller, independents’ repre- 
sentative in the committee  chair- 
manship, asserted at the meeting an 
attempt to convene a national as- 
sembly is a pluin endeavor to give 
the bourgeoise control of the new 
democracy. He demanded a sucial- 
{atic republic and added: “A national 
assembly would be our death war- 
rant. The path to it can only lead 
over my dead body.” 


Ebert and Haase United. 


Friedrick Ebert, bead of the | 
German cabinet, and Dr. Hugg Haase 
attended the meeting. Th latter 
emphasized need of a national body 
and added achievements of the re. 
volution would not be lost as a re- 
sult of it. 

Today's opposition to the Ebert- 
Scheidemann program fcreshadowed 
internal strife caleula'e] to disrupt 
the present government. © While 
Haase is known to he in favor of a 
national assembly because of its im- 
mediate bearing upon American food 
relief and peace negotiations, it is 
plain his faction Is a unit agalnst 
the proposition.

There is every indication that Liber- 
ty Loan bonds, issued during the war, 
will greatly rise in value with the es- 
tablishment of peace. In 1888 a $100 
United States bond, bearing 4 per 
cent interest, sold in the open market 
for $180. In .1901, it brought more 
than $139. The most conservative 
will agree that Liberty bonds are sure 
to go above par in value, now that the 
Allies have brought the war to a vic- 
torious end. 

The shrewd and unscrupulous, the 
birds of prey in finance, realize the 
worth of Liberty bonds, and are using 
every effort to secure them from 
those who are uninformed in finan- 
cial matters. Their favorite method 
is to offer stock in wildcat companies 
—stock that is absolutely valueless— 
in exchange for Liberty bonds. Some 
of these get-rich-quick schemers offer 
to lend their prospective victims mon- 
ey, wherewith to -buy the goldbrick 
stock, taking Liberty bonds as secur- 
ity. This, of course, is only a thinly 
disguised attempt to obtain -Liberty 
bonds for worthless stock. 

The United States owns some five 
million acres of oil lands and fifty- 
three miition acres of coal lands, the 
title to which belongs to the Federal 
Government. Since all owners of 
Liberty bonds are part owners of this 
Government, it would be palpably 
foolish of them to exchange their Li- 
berty bonds for oil or coal stocks of 
doubtful value. 

Before disposing of his bonds, the 
holder thereof would do well to con- 
sult a banker. Such consultation wilt 
not prosper the fake stock concerns, 
but it certainly will prosper the bond 
holder.
